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The  Asia  and  Pacific  Planning  Bibliography  series  was  started  in 
1971  in  order  to  fill  a  bibliographic  void.  At  that  time,  no 
indexing  or  abstracting  service  covered  the  literature  of  planning < 
However,  in  1973,  Geo  Abstracts  Ltd.,  University  of  E.  Anglia, 
Norwich,  England  began  abstracting  "Regional  and  Community 
Planning"  materials  in  a  new  series  F.  Geo  Abstracts  F  covers 
about  the  same  subject  areas  as  the  Asia  and  Pacific  Planning 
Bibliography,  such  as,  planning  problems,  theories,  and 
techniques  I  national  planning;  economic  planning;  urban  and 
rural  planning  practice  and  techniques!  environmental  planning 
and  resource  allocation;  social  and  community  planning;  and 
planning  law  and  practice .  It  abstracts  internationally 
published  journal  articles  and  books.  Therefore,  this  fifth 
number  of  the  Asia  and  Pacific  Planning  Bibliography  will  be  the 
last  of  the  series . 

The  bibliography  was  designed  to  alert  planners,  researchers, 
faculty,  and  students  to  selected  studies  and  publications 
relating  to  urban  and  regional  planning  in  Asia  and  the  Pacific 
area.  The  series  was  a  cooperative  project  between  the  Pacific 
Urban  Studies  and  Planning  Program  and  the  University  of  Hawaii 
Library.  We  would  like  to  thank  all  the  readers  who  have  taken 
time  to  contribute  suggestions  and  items  for  the  bibliographies, 
and  in  particular,  Mary  Vance. and  Frank  Shulman.
